The present application does not fulfil the 
requirements set forth in PCT Article 33(1) because 
the subject matter of claim 1 does not involve an 
inventive step as defined in PCT Article 33(3). 



Document D2 discloses a data input device (a 
keyboard) including a plurality of keys, wherein 

• a one-way position detector (figure 1) is 
associated with each line of keys and each one- 
way position detector includes a first input 
connection (1), a second input connection (2) and 
an output connection (8); and 

• the first input connection is connected to a 
first terminal (A) of said data input device and 
the second input connection is connected to a 
second terminal (B) of said data input device. 
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The subject matter of claim 1 differs from this 
known input device in that said keys are arranged in 
at least two lines and in that the output 
connections in said one-way position detectors are 
connected, at various points, to a first ohmic 
resistor. 



According to the description given in Dl, the 
combination of a plurality of one-way position 
detectors on an additional axis (N x or N y ) offers 
the same advantages as those mentioned in the 
present application. As a result, it would be a 
standard step for a person skilled in the art 
seeking to solve the stated problem to include this 
feature in a data in^ at device such as the one 
described in document D2 . 



Document Dl (figure 1) discloses one-way position 
detectors as well as the combination of such 
detectors because, according to the description in 
the application, said position detectors can be 
simple voltage dividers (see page 6, second 
paragraph) . 

In view of document D2, dependent claims 2-8 do not 
appear to contain any features which, in combination 
with the features of any one of the claims to which 
they refer, might define subject matter that fulfils 
the PCT requirement of inventive step. The 
modifications defined in said claims would be 
routine practice to a person skilled in the art and 
the resulting advantages are easily foreseeable.
